Great British And Holland, 


_ 4 

The position of tho Low Countries has 
been a more or less constant subject of 
anzicty to European statesmen erigagod in 
preserving the balance of powor. Wodged 
iw between Prussia and Franco, the Low 
Countrios had smali chance of enjoying any 
sort of independence until the formation of 
the modern States of Belgium and tho 
kingdom of: Holland. ‘he traditional 
necessity of maintaining the United King- 
dom ns a first-class sea-Power has coused 
tho condition of the Low Countriea to be 
the object of much care on thd part of | 
successive British Governments, 

As early as the reign of Eligabeth we seo 
the genesis of that policy which ultimately 
resulted in modern Belgium and Holland! 
for Lord Burleigh designed the sevontecn 
provinces ‘of-Flanders to form a separate 
Stute as o barrier againsb France and 
Austria; but it was nob until the firat 
part of the ninetconth century that Great 
Britain, during the service of Castleroagh 
assisted at the birth of a Netherlands 
State, whoso King took the title of King 
of tho Notherlands and Grand Duke of 
Luxemburg, 4 . 

To this, Belgium (as we know ib to-day) 
was yoked. The conditions imposed were 
that the King should rulo ag a limited 
Monarch, and that he should sharo with 
Great Britain the debt of £4,200,000 then 
owing by Russia to the Amsterdam banks | 
The independence of Belgium was obtained 
not, without some difficulty ; and 4 stugglo 
over Luxemburg, and finally over tho 
succession to it, has beem continued down 
to our own time. In practical politics thia 
Duchy bas, howovor, remained hitherto a 
part of the German Zollverein. Till 1866, 
indeed, it was. part of the German Con- 
federation. . re 

IMPORTANT TO ENGLAND. 


Tho political and strategic importance to |. 


England of maintaining the Low Countries 
(whether as ono or two States) in a position 
of armed indopendence has been recognised 
all through the: nineteenth century, and 
hag on mora than one oceasion been the 
subject of British action. Before the forma- 
tion of the present German Empire and the 
development of that Empire's resources, 
the practical danger seefned to loom not 
from Prussia but from France. 

Thus the Belgian frontier was the im- 
mediate subject of British concern. As 
early as 1836, King Leopold 1., whilst stay- 
ing ab Windgor, received a personal assur- 
ance fram King William IV. in these 
words :— Me ot # 

“Uf ever Feance or any other Power 
invades your country, it will be a question’ 
of immediate war for England; we cannot 
suffér that !”” Se i 

‘This, indeed, was but an assurance that 
Great Brituin’s tmditional policy was un- 
changed in this matter, for Castlereagh had 
-actually contributed _ £3,000, i 
Greab Britain's shore of France's indemnity 
by the terms of the second Treaty of Paris, 
November 20, 1815-—to tha Netherlands 
Government for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing the Low-Country. defences against 
‘*auy” neighbouring Power, 

Turning to more recent finjes, England 
was warned in 1904 that the strategic im- 
portance of Dutch harbours had begun to 
be the subject of menacing contemplation

FRENCH DESTROYER SAVES. 
THREE SINHALESE. 


Three Sinhalese were picked up by the 
French torpedo-boat destroyer d'Tberville, 
and takon to Singapore. Details of the 


affair are contained in a report made by the 
Commander of the d'Iberville, Lieutenant 


Lagrem’, to Count de Bondy, the French 
Consul. 

The destroyer left Colombo on December 
30, and was pursuing her way leisurely 


around the southorn ond of theisland of | a 
Ceylon when, at 10.45 p.m., while about 


fifteon miles beyond Donda Head, the look- 
out heard cries forhelp. The searchlight 
was swept. over the neighbouring waters 
and a small native boat was made out, with 
three Sinhalese aboard. The vessel waa 
stopped and they naddicd up and were 
taken aboard, They informed the officers 
of the steamor that they left Point de Gallo 
the day before, and had been swept out to 
sea, being twenty-four hours without food 
or drink. As they had no sail, thoy wero 
unable to make their way back to the coast. 
Their boat was abandoned and they were 
brought on ta Singapore, and wera placed 
inthe Sailors’ Home pending their return 
to their native land.

DELAYS ON THE TRANS- 
SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 


For « considerable time past there -have 
been bitter complaints of the irregularity 
and confusion which prevail both in the 
passenger and goods traffic on the Eastern 
Chinese section of the Trans-Siberian 
Railway. During tho last three months 
travellers have, in many instances, aban- 
doned their journey midway rather than 
undergo the hardships and vexations to 
which they aro subjected, and there are 
now several actions at law pending against 
the sleeping-car company, which refuses 
to refund foos on the ground that it is not 
responsible for the scandal. Needless to 
say the mails are also seriously retarded. 

Russian traders with the Far East have 
now jointly advised the administration of 
tho Siberian Railway ihat unless an. im- 
mediate improvement be effected on tho 
Fnastern Chineso eection, they will divert 
their consignments. by .the ~ oversea 
route via Odessa. Much’ of the mer- 
chandise to and from the Far East is stolen 
or spoiled en route. Trains aro not only 
many hours, but frequently a whole day 
and night delayed, and this is the case 
with the expresses os well as with tho 
ordinary trains. Every junction and other 
aiding on the Eastern Chinese lino is con- 
gested with delayed merchandise.—St. 
James’ Budget. :
